ROAD REPORT 
SATISFACTORY 
TO ABERHART 


Result of Highways Probe 
Will be Tabled in House 
At Next Session 


Expressing satisfaction with the 
report of Mr. Justice H. W. Lun- 
ney of the appellate division of 
the Alberta supreme court, who 
acted as a royal commission of 
one investigating highways costs 
in this province, Premier Wil- 
liam Aberhart on Friday declar- 
ed that the report would be tab- 
led in the legislature at the next 
session of the house. 

As the investigation was ordered 
by a unanimously adopted resolu- 
tion, moved by the premier and sec- 
onded by Hon, W. A. Fallow, min- 
ister of public works, the report 
should be presented to the legisla- 
ture before being released to the 
public, 

The investigation was ordered 
while the house was in session in 
the middle of June. 


TABLED IN HOUSE 

Asked for details of the report, 
which had been in his hands for, 
reading on Thursday, the Premier 


declared, “I have read the report | 
of the highways commission,

The investigation dealt with two 
specific highways projects, the Jas- 
per highway and the Edmonton- 
Millet section.

WAR DEPRESSES STANDARD OF LIVING 
While prediction would be unwise, two of the 
economic implications of the present conflict 
(gpon Japan) may be mentioned. First of all it 
is obviously going to be very expensive. Three 
supplementary budgets for war expenditure have 


already been passed, the first two aggregating . 


516 million yen and the third amounting to 2,042 
million yen. When added to the anticipated de- 
ficit for the present fiscal year, and after allow- 
ance for the yield of new taxes, this means that 
securities to the value of more than 8,000 million 
yen will have to be marketed. This huge total 
is nearly equal to the aggregate of all Govern- 
ment bond issues of the past four-years. It will 
certainly constitute a severe strain on Japen's 
financial machinery and may well have infla- 
tionary consequences. 

A second implication of@the continental war 
is that it will probably involve an increased 
strain on Japan's balance of international pay- 
ments. Requirements for imports are likely to 
expand in response to the accelerated activity in 
the armament industries. While there may con- 
ceivably be some reduction in purchases of raw 
cotton, such restriction could not be carried far 
without reducing export receipts from cotton 
textiles. On the export side, it is obvious that 
Japan's trade with China will be drastically cur- 
tailed for the duration of the war, while the 
diversion of her economy to war-time basis is 
likely to have a restrictive effect on her sales of 
goods and shipping serices to other countries. 

It is not suggested that Japan will be unable 
to cope with these difficultios. For one thing, she 
has still congiderable gold reserves (totalling 
about 1,300 million yen on August 25) and an 
unknown amount of balances abroad. In addi- 
tion, her nationals possess appreciable holdings 
of foreign securities. It is obvious, however, 
that Japan's efforts to meet these problems will 
inevitably involve a further intensification of 
economic and financial control throughout the
